Raeburn Portraits at Knoedler’s. 

lor the benefit of the Artists’ Fund 
and Artists’ Aid Societies, as last sea- 
son, M. Knoedler & Co. have arrange: 
again this Winter another display of 
rare old pictures in their handsome 
large gallery on the ground floor of 
their building, 556-558 fiith Ave., 
which will remain open through Jan. 
5. ‘This season the Messrs. Knoedler 
have assembled no less than twenty 
four distinctive and representative por 





traits—several of famous men and 
women—by the early Scottish master, 
Sir Henry Raeburn, whose distin 
guished and noble art has so greatly 
grown in the appreciation of critics 
and collectors, and have consequently 
so increased in money value during the 
past five vears 

Phe nding and assembling even in the 
metropolis, of so many splendid and su 
perior examples of Ikaeburns great portra 
art, is irprising, and the effect of these 
uperb and life-lke presentments of men, 
women and children, as one enter the gal 
ery, 1s so unusual as to arouse almost ex 


cited comment. It 1s doubtful whether any 


uch assemblage of portraits ot even Rae- 
burn’s contemporaries, save possibly Rey 
nolds and Gainsboros, would have such an 
even and high standard of excellence. 
Opinions will necessarily differ, with indi- 
idual preferences and tastes; as to the 
relative quality of the portraits, but there 


can be no dissenting opinion as to the excel-| 


lence of all The clou of the collection, to 
the present writer, is the half length seated 
portrait of Mrs. Cruikshank of Langley 
Park, a most remarkable work, in its won- 
derful rendering of textures in its richness 
and depth of color, and life-like expression, 
but there are those who may prefer as the 
“star” picture the '%-length and beautiful 
portrait of Lady Scott Moncrieff, the 

length seated presentment of Mrs. Johnston 


of Straiton, with its beautiful rich color 
|quality; the distinguished %4-length stand- 
ing portrait of Gen. Andrew Hay of Mt.

There is in the portrait of Mrs. Till a 
touch of Iloppner, as also in that of Mrs.

Those named 
and their fellows form, when seen togeth- 
most distinguished “one-man” por- 
trait show ever held in New York. 


Old Masters at Fischer's. 

Mr. Victor G. Fischer has arranged, in 
compliance to the wishes of many of his 
New York patrons, an exhibition of rare 
and valuable old paintings at his gallery, 
No. 467 Fifth Ave., which are well worth 
the visit and study of collectors and con- 
noisseurs. Mr. Fischer’s admitted judg- 
ment, taste and knowledge have enabled 
him to assemble in his beautiful galleries 
an exceptionally choice display. Several of 
the pictures now shown are such unusual 
examples of their masters that they can be 
seen many times and on each visit will re- 
veal new beauties. Especially striking and 
appealing among the works now shown is 
a really wonderful example of Ter Borch, 
an interior with two figures, rich and deep 
in color and tone, and marvelous in the ex 
pression of the figures, a delightful little 
presentment of a woman in furs by Gerard 
Dou, and a lovely portrait of a lady of the 
Court of Louis XIV by Caspar Netscher, 
the fair subject painted seated in a garden, 
with extraordinary fidelity. 

It is not necessary to run over the list 
of all the pictures shown, which are with- 
out exception, art gems of the first qual- 
ity, but mention must again be made of the 
beautiful and famous Rubens group, the 
“Holy Family.” from the collection of the 
Duchess of Sutherland, the distinguished 
man’s portrait by Van Dyke, and the un- 
usually fine and typical “Waterfall.” by 
acob von Ruisdael. : 

Early Spanish Paintings. 
The Ehrich Galleries, No. 463 Fifth Ave.. 
which have made a specialty of works by

A World-Famous Bust Discovered. 
\nother phase in the history of one of the 
most tamous busts in the world began Dec. 


17, when Barre’s statue of Napoleon I11. was 


sold at auction in Berlin for $150. With this 
bust the whole world may be considered 
familiar, since it supplied the model for the 
coinage of the Second Empire. Its vicis- 


situdes began in the Franco-Prussian War, 
before which it was situated in a niche on 
the outside of the Hotel de Ville in Metz. 
When the French fortress fell into the hands

moved from its civic position and put in a

Louis Philippe 
was painted by the young artist, but 
the canvas was destroyed in the revo- 
lution of 1848. 

After many years of labor, the artist, 
at the age of seventy-nine, decided to 
reside here permanently but survived 
only two years.

FRICK’S NEW GALLERY. 

The plans drawn by Carrere & Hast- 
ings for Mr. Henry C. Frick’s new 
mansion to occupy the site of the old 
Lenox Library, Fifth Ave. between 70 
and 71 Sts., and which it is estimated | 
will cost about $3,000,000, have been | 
announced. The architecture will be 
simple in details. The dominating 
stvle will be Italian, but there will be 
a hint of French and Colonial in the 
structure, molding together, giving a 
dignified effect. The plans also call for| 
an art gallery measuring 100 feet by 35 
feet, with an entrance on Fifth Ave., to 
house Mr. Frick’s costly collection of 
old Masters and 18th Century English 
portraits. 
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
